2B. SUNDAY NYTIMES GWERTZMAN WASHINGTON REPORTED HIGH 
ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS SAID DECISION TO POSTPONE

CAUSED BY ANY SUDDEN OR CRITICAL PROBLEM, BUT TWO SIDES

SUMMIT WITHOUT A STRATEGIC ARMS TREATY; AND AMERICANS

2C. MONDAY BALTSUN HAS WASHINGTON AP REPORTING KISSINGER

PLANES OBSERVED THE THEET OE THE MARKER.

ELEETS, GORSHKOV THUS SHOWING POLITBURO WHAT HE PROMISED

2H. MONDAY WASHPOST WILSON NORPOLK REPORTS US NAVY

MISSILE-FIRING DELTA-CLASS SUBMARINES AT HOME IN BARENTS 
SEA MAY INDICATE DECISION TO PUT LARGER NUMBER OF ICBMS

EORCES USED HIGHLY LETHAL ASPHYXIATION BOMBS (CBU 55) 
DURING THE PIGHTING EOR XU AN LOC APRIL 21 AND WARNED THAT 
THE USERS OP THIS OUTLAWED WEAPON WOULD BE PUNISHED AS 
WAR CRIMINALS AND ITS SUPPLIER, THE UNITED STATES, WOULD 
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ALSO BE HELD RESPONSIBLE. STATEMENT BY HANOI'S VIETNAM 
NEWS AGENCY ADDED THAT THE WEAPON WAS ALSO USED IN 
CAMBODIA BEFORE COLLAPSE OF LON NOL REGIME, THE STATEMENT 
HOLDING THAT THE CRIME PERPETRATED BY US AND ITS STOOGES 
IN USING A WEAPON BANNED BY INTERNATIONAL LAW IS 
COMPARABLE ONLY TO THE CRIMES COMMITTED BY HITLER'S WAR 
CRIMINALS. STATEMENT CHARGED THAT THE EORD ADMINISTRA- 
TION, WHILE TALKING ABOUT HUMANITARIAN AID AND 
HUMANITARIAN SOLUTIONS, IS CONDUCTING NEW MASSACRES IN 
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SOUTH VIETNAM. KISSINGER
